The grotto, where Golaud
has sent Melisande to find the ring she
falsely said she. had lost there, with
the three blind men sleeping inside,
typifying something (who knows
what?), and the boptomless, foul-smell-
ing, deathdealing well in the vault of
the castle to which Golaud leads Pel-
leas, apparently to terrorize him, are
also picturesquely effective; but they
might be omitted without loss.

Melisande Dies Alone.

The lasgt scene, with Golaud's fran-
tlec &nd brutal Insistence that Maeli-
sande, dying, shall tell him the truth
as to her relations with the dead Pel-
leas, ls most effective. It is marred by
one jarring note. Everybody, including
the Dootor, for some minutes before
the end, keeps away from the bedside,

times.
